THE PRICE WE PAY. 

The aOOOtt&t of the American Public for the 
Fourth of July has been balanced for another year, 
and the price, as usual, is heavy. Three little boys 
died from lockjaw as a result of Fourth of .Inly 
injuries; sixteen persona, mostly little girls and 
small children, were burned to death by fire from 
lireworks; five persons were killed by lirearms, six 
by explosions of trim powder, puns or torpedoes, 
four by cannon and live died from blood poison re 
suiting from injuries caused by lireworks. The 
total number of deaths result inyr from Fourth of 
duly injuries, according to the twelfth annual re- 
port on this subject compiled by The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, is forty and the 
number injured is 1,466, making total of 1. .">(><> acci 
dents resulting from the Fourth of .Inly celebra 
lions. Among those injured but not killed, thirty 

six were totally blinded, thirteen lost oi ye each 

sixteen lost legs, arms or hands, and sixty-seven 
lost one or more lingers. This record, which reads 
like a report of a Furopean battlefield, is unfof 
Innately not as good as that of last year or tin 
year before. In 1013 only thirty-two persons wen 
killed and 1 .181 injured, and in 1012, while forty
